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Dickinson Speaks About 
Energy At New Brockton 


A proposed new federal De- 
partment of Energy and Natur- 
al Resources has a slim ch- 
ance of becoming a reality, 
U. S. Rep. Bill Dickinson said 
at New Brockton last Friday. 

Speaking at the annual in- 
stallation meeting of the Wire- 
grass Resource, Conservation 
and Development Committee, 
the congressman saidthereare 
two chances of action on the 
legislation, “slim and none.” 

He said creation of the new 
department is an administra- 
tion proposal, that President 
Nixon has asked for this new 
department. But withthe Dem- 
ocrat controlled Congress he 
said the proposal may not have 
a chance. 

Currently he said the leg- 
islation is “sitting on the back 
shelf of the government ope- 
rations committee both in the 
House and the Senate. 


WALKS AWAY FROM 


He said it would provide a 
major input into two of the 
five proposed administrations 
for the Department of Energy 
and Natural Resources, the land 
and recreation resources ad- 
ministration and the water re- 
sources administration. 

Transfers from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to the new 
department would include the 
Forest Service, Bureau of Land 
Management, National Park 
Service, Bureau of Sport Fish- 
ers and Wildlife and the Bu- 
reau of Outdoor Recreation 
from the Department of In- 
terior. 

These five bureaus now man- 
age more than 72 millionacres 
or about 95 percent of all fed- 
eral lands, the congressman 
said. . 

“The idea of this legisla- 
tion was to improve the way 
the federal government works

and to assure that government 
programs meet the needs of 
the people,” he explained. 

He added the reforms would 
make government at all levels 
“more responsive to local 
needs, better able to provide 
coordinated solytions to pub- 
lic problems and more econo- 
mical and efficient in serv- 
ing citizens.” 


The installation of new Wire- 
grass RC&D officers was held 
with Dorman Frith, Dothan, 
yielding the chairmanship to 
Milton McKeller of Troy. Frith 
is a Houston County commis- 
sioner. 

Also installed were Flournoy 
Whitman, Elba, vice-chairman; 
Carl Sikes, Crenshaw County, 
secretary; and M. W. Redd, 
Ozark, treasurer. 

The committee serves nine 
Wiregrass counties. 


INMATE BUILDS BOAT - ESCAPES 


An inmate at the Elba prison 
camp took 4260 matches, a 
bottle of glue and other mis- 
cellaneous items and made this 
boat for his son's birthday. The 
gift was presented to the young 
boy last Sunday during visiting 
day. On Monday the prisoner, 
Billy Don Clark, who was ser- 


ving a life sentence for mur- 
der, escaped. He was recap- 
tured later in the day. 

Saturday morning the inmate 
talked with a representative 
of this newspaper and confessed 
to being converted to Christ- 
ianity in January of 1970. He 
also said he was GLAD he went 
to prison because of the things 
he had learned. For twenty 
months Clark worked with the 
chaplain at the Atmore prison. 
He said at first he didn’t want 
the Bible but started reading 
and found God was real. He 
was proud of the fact that dur- 
ing four years of prisonhedid- 
n't have a single black mark 
against his name, even though 
at Atmore he had seen several 
killings and had been close en- 
ough to one for the blood to 
squirt onto his shirt. He also 
said Saturday that he wanted 
to be a model prisoner and get 
out to be with his family as 
soon as possible. Clark is 33 
years old. 

The boat, which is pictured 
here, took Clark two weeks to 
build, working five or six hours 
a day. He had no pattern nor 
any prior experience when he 
started this project. He had 
some help from another inmate, 
a Charles Brunson, a native of 


Opp. He told Saturday of plans 
to build a model of the Con- 
federate ship, “Alabama,” with 
all the trimmings including the 
guns. This was to take until 
Christmas. 

Clark, a native of Oklahoma, 
told of being a heavy equip- 
ment operator, truck driver 
and owning his own business 
for a while in 1962. His fam- 
ily is in business and his bro- 
thers and sisters “travel in 
circles that are embarrassed 
to have a brother in jail” but 
continued Clark, “I understand 
and don’t feel hard at them.” 
His wife and children live in 
Dothan. 


He was convicted for mur- 
der in 1969 in Opelika while 
traveling through from Vir- 
ginia to New Orleans. He told 
this newspaper that he often 
counsels younger inmates to 
keep their nose clean and make 
something of their lives. “You 
can mess up your whole life in 
30 seconds”, said Clark: 

Monday morning when he 
walked away from Camp Elba 
Clark took about $150 from the 
“Store Box”, the little store 
where prisoners can buy to- 
bacco, gum, etc. Clark was in 
charge of the Store Box.

Circuit Court Suit Filed 
Against Ziglar 


A lawsuit challenging Owen 
Ziglar’s right as a City Coun- 
cilman to vote for himself to 
fill the vacancy in the mayor’s 
office was filed last Friday af- 
ternoon. The suit, filed by At- 
torney Gareth Lindsey, was 
signed by Mrs. Refina Grimes. 
The accompanying bond guar- 
anteeing the court cost if she 
loses the case was signed by 
Mrs. Grimes, her husband, 
Pete Grimes, and also by Cupid 
L.Kelley. 

When asked several ques- 
tions about the suit, Mrs. Gri- 
mes referred all questions to 
her lawyer. 

Ziglar was selected on a 
3-2 vote of the city council in* 
which he voted for himself. 
He is now serving as mayor 
and legally can continue ser- 
ving until such time as the 
proposed court case is set- 
tled pro or con. 

The proceedings being fol- 
lowed is to seek a QUO-WAR- 
RANTO JUDGEMENT which 
comes to American courts from 
Old English common law. In 
old English practice it was a 
writ against a person who cl- 
aimed or usurped any office to 
inquire by what authority he 
supported his claim in order 
to determine the right to hold 
the office. In the United Sta- 
tes it is the method usually 
employed for trying the title 
to a public or corporate office. 
It is a civil case and carries 
no criminal penalties for 
either side. 

It is intended to prevent the 
exercise of powers that are 
not conferred by law, and is 
not ordinarily available to 
regulate the manner of exer- 
cising such power. 

In this particular case, the 
councilmen had two conflict- 
ing legal opinions on Ziglar’s 
right to vote for himself to 
give him the necessary clear 
majority of the voting coun- 
cilmen. There are five city 
councilmen and when Ziglar 
was nominated the vote (with- 

out Ziglar voting) was two for 
and two against. Councilmen 
Sam Sawyer and Charles Ellis 
voted against while Councilmen 
Ronnie Vaughan and Ben Car- 
penter voted for Ziglar. Zig- 
lar’s vote for himself gave him 
the necessary clear majority 
required by the Alabama code. 

This week Ziglar was asked 
about the filing of the suit. He 
said,“Yes, I acknowledge that 
the suit has been served.” He 
continued with, “Certainly no 
man is above the law and I 
submit to the jurisdiction of 
the court. In casting my vote, 
I relied on the opinion of the 
Attorney General's office that 
' could legally do so. I still 
maintain that the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s opinion is correct. I 
wish now only to havethis mat- 
ter settled by the courts so 
that this city can go on with 
its normal business. While 
this matter is being legally 
Settled, the City of Elba will 
continue to function effectively 

and properly for the benefit of 
all its citizens as I pledged in

my oath of office.” 

Ziglar was then asked about 
reports of local citizens es- 
tablishing a fund to help him 
defray his legal expenses. He 
had the following comment: 
“Yes, the expenses of defending 
this suit will have to be paid 
by me individually rather than 
by the city. Several citizens 
have indicated that they wish 
to contribute to defraying the 
legal expenses. I am informed 
that some citizens have opened 
accounts at both local banks for 
this purpose. While I do not 
openly solicit funds, neverthe- 
less any contributions made 
will certainly be appreciated. 
The balance of any funds re- 
maining after this suit is set- 
tled will be contributed to the 
Elba Cemetery Committee.” 

A check at both local banks 
revealed that accounts had been 
Opened at both the Elba Ex- 
change Bank and The Peoples 
Bank. The accounts are the 
“Owen Ziglar Defense Fund” 
in both banks and each bank 
has assigned a number to the 
accounts. The Exchange num- 
ber is 10-3978-4 and the Peo- 
ples number is 12-0118-2.

DORSEY SHOWS SALES JUMP 


The Dorsey Corporation 
(NYSE), a leading manufacturer 
of glass and plastic containers - 
and cargo trailers announced 
sales and earnings for the qu- 
arter and nine months ending 
September 30, 1973. 


Net sales for the third quar- 
ter continued to show improve- 
ment over last year, increas- 
ing by 11% to $32,473,000 as 
compared to $29,256,000a year 
ago. Net income for the per- 
iod of $474,000, or $.15 per 
share on a fully diluted basis, 
is down from the $745,000, or 
$.24 in 1972. 

Record sales for the first 
nine months of 1973 were $97, 
147,000, or 11% greater than 
1972. Net income on these sal- 
es was $1,744,000, or $.56 per 
share fully diluted, down from 
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$3,270,000, or $1.07 in 1972. 

In announcing the results, 
Herbert L. Oakes, president, 
noted the fact that the sales 
improvement was close to ex- 
pectations and is corporate wi- 
de. Each operating division 
recorded sales that exceeded 
last year both for the quarter 
and year-to-date. Earnings, on 
the other hand, continued the 
downward trend begun earlier. 
Profits for the cargo trailer 
division remained well ahead 
of last year, while the glass 
and plastics divisions showed 
declines.

As the chaos in Washington political circles snowballed 
with charges of financial deals by Rep. Gerald Ford, 
nominated for congressional appointment as vice president, 
the national stature of Gov. George C. Wallace brightened 
considerably. 

Wallace stuck a Folsom-sized foot in the door of the 
Democratic National Committee with the confirmation of 
25-year-old Mickey Griffin, a Wallace aide, as a member of 
the 25-member Executive Committee of the National 
Committee. 

This not unexpected, but nevertheless significant, devel- 

opment means that Alabama will have four members on the 
select group of 25. 
, Don Forrest Wasson, political analyst of The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser, who was on the scene at the meeting in 
Louisville, observed a close relationship between young 
Griffin and Democratic National Chairman Robert Strauss, 
Strauss, a Texan and a financial wizard, was selected to 
direct a Reconstruction of the Democratic Party after the 
liberalized McGovern fiasco of 1972. 

It looks like Wallace has won every toss in party circles 
since then, Strauss appears to be a strong leader. And 
apparently he is welcoming the Alabama governor as an 
equal partner in the Democratic picture. 

The other Alabama members of the Executive Commit- 
tee are: 

— Birmingham attorney Bob Vance, state chairman who 
took control of the Alabama organization away from 
Wallace forces. Vance is a member by virtue of his position 
as chairman of the National Association of State Demo- 
cratic Party Chairmen. Many observers believe that Vance — 
not normally noted for stupidity — would be wise to join 
Wallace’s bandwagon, especially where the national party is 
involved. 

— Ruth Johnson Owens of Birmingham, Democratic 
National Committeewoman and one of two Southern 
regional members of the committee. 

— Dorothy Vredenburgh Bush, from the Alabama 
village of Vredenburgh but still with Alabama interests, as 
charming a lady as you'll ever want to meet and secretary 
of the Democratic National Committee for more years than 
most of us can remember. 


Pruitt in the Picture? 


Meanwhile, Vance and Livingston Mayor Drayton Pruitt 
served on the 17-member committee which drafted the 
report of the national party’s Delegate Selection and Party 
Structure Commission. 

There was speculation that Pruitt — a strong Wallace 
supporter — may be a candidate to replace Vance as state 


chairman.

And the governor’s mother-in-law, Mrs. Ruby Folsom 
Austin, who reportedly has not always agreed on everything 
with her new son-in-law, went 100 per cent on record in his 
support. She said that Wallace is the only logical candidate 
that the Democrats have in 1976. Some folks say that Ruby 
might eclipse Perle Mesta as ‘‘the hostess with the mostest.”

It was another great week for most of the state’s 
gridiron gladiators, 

The Auburn Tigers made another mark in the “great- 
n¢gss” column, defeating 12th-ranked Houston, 7-0, in the 
only shutout that has been dealt the Texas pigskin power in 
89 contests dating to 1965. The Plainsmen employed a 
freshman quarterback, Chris Vacarella, who shows signs of 
awaking a sleeping giant and may bear an evil omen for 
remaining members of the Auburn slate — Florida, Missis- 
sippi State, Georgia and Alabama. It also will make things 
more interesting for the many of us who would like to see 
the championship decided at Legion Field. 

The victory made Homecoming sweet for Auburn, and 
Goy. Wallace was on hand to crown the Homecoming 
Queen, 2 brownette beauty from Huntsville who bears the 
alliterative name of Libby Lively. It was Wallace’s second 
appearance for Auburn football this season. He presided at 
the redication of “Jordan-Hare Stadium” three weeks ago.

But Alabama’s victory was something else, that appar- 
ently astonished even Coach Paul Bryant. In the 77-6 
rampage over VPI, records fell like autumn leaves, The Tide 
set NCAA single-game records of 828 in total yardage and 
743 in rushing. UA’s Charlie Thornton was pretty sure it 
was the first time that both of those records were ever 
brok€n in one game. 

The Tide ball-carriers equalled an NCAA record, with 
four gaining in excess of 100 yards apiece from scrimmage. 
James Taylor, 142; Wilbur Jackson, 138; Calvin Culliver, 
127, and Richard Todd, 102. Freshman Culliver, the dark 
dasher from East Brewton, raced 87 yards for the third- 
longest run from scrimmage in Crimson Tide history. He’s 
in pretty good company behind Harry Gilmer and Bobby 
Marlowe. 

Greg Gantt, the nation’s leading punter at 47.2 but still 
without enough boots to qualify for NCAA statisticians, 
kicked-off 12 times Saturday, but didn’t get a single punt. 
In Alabama’s only punting situation, QB Richard Todd got 
a high snap and on the busted play ran for a first down. 
Auburn fans hope that Gantt will get a chance to punt 
frequently on Dec. 1, but Bryant has indicated that he has 
done some research on punting since last season. 

.. Auburn’s Homecoming attendance was listed at 58,426, 
a shade above the 57,009 enrolled at Denny Stadium. 

Troy State’s undefeated squad was shocked by a 21-6 
loss to McNeese State, but otherwise footballers in these 
parts fared well.

For the first time in over 
a hundred years there were 
serious cries for impeachment 
of the President last week in 
the House of Representatives. 
These cries were not unexpect- 
ed and, in fact, were even pre- 
dicted when I heard the news 
that Attorney General Elliot 
Richardson had resigned and 
that his assistant, William Ru- 
ckelshaus, and Special Water- 
gate Prosecutor, Archibald 
Cox, had both been fired. The 
cry for impeachment appar- 
ently grew more out of a mis- 
understanding of the facts and 
heated emotions than out ofany 
actual misdeeds of the Presi- 
dent. 

To put this thing in persp- 
ective, we must first see what 
the President is being accused 
of and if any grounds actually 
exist for impeachment. Article 
Il, Section 4 of the U. S. Con- 
Stitution states: “The Presi- 
dent, Vice President, and all 
civil Officers of the United 
States, shall be removed from 
Office on Impeachment for, and 
Conviction of, Treason, Bri- 
bery, or other high Crimes 
and Misdemeanors.” Now, let's 
look and see what actions the 
President has taken that might 
make him subject to impeach- 
ment under this section of the 
Constitution. 

What did the President do? 
For one thing, he fired two 
Executive Branch employees 
and forced another to resign. 
‘the question then is: Is the 
act of forcing the resignation 
or discharging of these three 
people a high Crime or Mis- 
demeanor? When you examine 
the facts it is obvious that the 
firing of an employee you have 


appointed does not constitute 
any Crime If it did, every 
President of the United States 
would have been subject to im- 
peachment during their own 
terms of office 

Then, the argument is made 
that Nixon defied the courts and 
refused to deliver the tapes, 
therefore, he should be held in 
contempt and impeached If 
you examine this argument, you 
will see that it does not hold 
water either, Inthe first place, 
at the time of Richardson’s 
resignation and the Cox firing, 
the President’s lawyers were 
negotiating with attorneys for 
both Watergate Committee and 
both the Watergate Committee 
and the courts. Nixon lived up 
to the agreement reached and 
through his lawyers later an- 
nounced that he was going to 
comply fully with the order of 
the court. He is in the pro- 
cess of doing that now. There- 
fore, the charge of defying the 
courts and hence, contempt 
falls by the wayside. 

What then is the impeach- 
able offense that the President 
is guilty of? What has he done 
that is a high Crime or Mis- 
demeanor? Unless using bad 
judgement is a crime, as of 
this time, the President has 
done nothing to make him gui- 
Ity of a criminal offense. 

I said several weeks ago 
that the President should rea- 
ch some accomodation with the 
courts and with the Special 
Watergate Committee; that he 
should make the tapes avail- 
able on some sort of compro- 
mise basis so that both sides 
could be satisfied and protect- 
ed. The White House could 
protect its integrity and the 


Senator Sparkman

responded to M. B., Montgom- 
ery, which appeared to call for 
Congress‘o initiate controls 
over the press of this country.

Is your reluc- 
tance based on your “exneri- 
ence that the public is suffi- 
ciently discerning to be able 
to sift out the truth,” or do 
you have Constitutional reser- 
vations? S. H., Montgomery 
SPARKMAN: My reluctance to 
legislate what reporters write 
or say is based on the contents 
of the First Amendment to the 
Constitution which states in pa- 
rt “Congress shall make no 
law...abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press...” 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I have a friend who owns quite 
a bit of land, although she 
has very little income. May 


she be eligible for food stamps? 
SPARKMAN: The Department 
of Agriculture has advised me 
that, generally speaking, land 
is a resource, which can be 
converted to cash. The rules 
of the food stamp program re- 
quire that resources that can 
be made available to a family 
to buy food be taken into con- 
sideration in determining eli- 
gibility. From the information 
you provided me it is unlikely 
that your friend would be eli- 
gible for the program. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Is it true that the Marshall 
Space Flight Center is going 
to be doing work on the dev- 
elopment of solar energy sys- 
tems? R.A, Huntsville 
SPARKMAN: Several propo- 
sals have been advanced and 
are under study to utilize the 
space shuttle, being developed 
at MSFC, to deploy solar pow- 
er systems in space with the 
hope that these systems may 
prove to be a practical method 
for converting and/or trans- 
mitting solar energy for every- 
day use. Hearings are to be 
held on these proposals on Oct- 
ober 30 and 31 by the Senate 
Committee on Aeronautical and 
Space Sciences.

confidentality of the tapes while 
at the same time making the 
information available to the 
grand jury and the Senate Wat- 
ergate Subcommittee. Such 
action would have restored 
the confidence of the Ameri- 
can people in the President, by 
showing the people that the 
President had nothing to hide 
and that the matter was of 
legal principle rather than at- 
tempts to cover-up evidence, 
Unfortunately, the President 
did not do this several weeks 
ago and at this point it is rath- 
er obvious that many of the 
problems the President has 
been enduring lately would have 
been averted if he had made 
the tapes available when they 
first came to light. 

There's a great deal of 
talk about a special prosecutor 
being appointed to take over 
the job Cox started. I think, 
at this time, the temper of the 
American people and the Con- 
gress (the majority being De- 


mocrats) is so aroused that it 
is inevitable that some sort of 
special prosecutor will be ap- 
pointed to carry out the inves- 
tigation of the entire Watergate 
matter--not just the handling 
of the tapes. 

It is may hope that this 
time the President will supply 
the leadership this country so 
desperwtely needs by appoint- 
ing someone to fill Cox’s pos- 
ition that is of outstanding int- 
egrity and above reproach that 
the entire American population 
will have confidence in. 


Security Storage For 
Oil Recommended 

Salt domes and salt caverns 
on the Gulf Coast would pro- 
vide a likely location for large 
scale storage of crude oil, ac- 
cording to Bonner H. Temple- 
ton, vice president of supply, 
distribution and traffic for 
Mobil Oil Corp. 

In making this recommen- 
dation for security storage, 
Mr. Templeton pointed out, 
“Petroleum stored in these 
locations could readily be tied 
to existing transportation 
systems connected to Gulf 
Coast and Midwestern refin- 
eries.

Protest 
is a positive, active affirma- 
tion. Protestantism began in 
the spirit of affirming great 
truth which had been neglected 
or forgotten. 

Perhaps, we folk today need 
to re-discover some of the 
great spirit of the early chur- 
chmen. We need men in our 
day to have stalwart faith. We 
are too complacent inour faith. 
We need deeper vision of what 
the future can be, by God’s 
grace and power.

Alabama’s U.S. Senator 


During the almost 200 year 
history of the United States, 
there have been 17 instances 
where a vacancy has existed 
in the office of Vice Presi- 
dent. Eight of these were by 
reason of the Vice President 
moving up to the Presidency. 
Seven Vice Presidents died in 
office, including Alabama’s 
William Rufus King who was 
elected in 1852. By special 
act of Congress he took the oath 
of office in Cuba where he had 
gone for his health, but he died 
six weeks later at his planta- 
tion near Selma. 

Prior to they resignation of 
Spiro Agnew, John C. Calhoun 
was the only Vice President 
ever to resign the office, and 
he resigned near the end of 
his term to become U. S. Sen- 
ator from South Carolina. 

All told, throughout our his- 
tory and up to the present time, 
the office of Vice President 
has been vacant for more than 
39 years, some 20 percent of 
our years as a nation. 

Looking back, it seems str- 
ange that the Founding Fathers 
failed to include in the Consti- 
tution a method for filling vaca- 
ncies in the office of Vice Pre- 
sident. But it took almost 180 
years for this omission to be 
corrected through the addition 
of the 25th Amendment to the 
Constitution which was ratified 
in February, 1967. 

The 25th Amendment simply 
says that in the event of a 
vacancy in the office of the 
Vice President, the President

shall nominate a Vice Presi- 
dent who shall take office upon 
confirmation by a majority vote 
of both houses of Congress. 
With only this briefdirection to 
go on, the Senate and the House 
have set up the necessary or- 
ganizational machinery and 


have established proper proce- 
dures. Whatever Congress 
does this time will set the 
precedent to be followed in the 
future, so it is absolutely es- 
sential that this be done right 
the first time. 

This is the thought that is 
constantly in my mind as a 
member of the Senate Rules 
Committee which will conduct 
hearings to provide the Senate 
with information needed to 
make a decision on Mr. Ford’s 
nomination. This is the first 
time in our history that a va- 
cancy will be filled in the 
office of Vice President, and 
it may well prove tobe the most 
important action Congress will 
take this year. So nothing will 
be done in haste. 

While I have a high opinion 
of Mr. Ford’s character and 
ability, 1 feel that the Com- 
mittee must make a thorough 
investigation in all fairness to 
Mr. Ford and to our own re- 
sponsibilities as a committee 
and as members of the Senate 
but, above all, because of the 
duty we owe our country to see 
that only a person ofthe highest 
character and ability is named 
to this important position-- 
first in line of succession to 
the Presidency.

We have 
the land; we have the know- 
how; we have the capital for 
expansion; and everything poi- 
nts to the production of calves 
as a profitable business in 
the years ahead. In addition 
to this, there appears to bea 
re-adjustment in traditional 
cross. This might bring about 
added incentive to get into the 
beef cattle business. 

Thinking of the beef cattle 
business reminded me of a 
statement by Foster Rhodes, 
specialist at the University of 
Georgia. Rhodes said, “Wean- 
ing weight and percent calf crop 
are the two most important 
factors in determining the pro- 
fitability of a cow-calf progr- 
am. In summary, the number 
of cows giving birth to a calf 
along with weaning weight go- 
verns production cost per po- 
und of beef produced.” 

Rhodes says that if we 
assume a $120 a year cow 
maintenance cost, we invest 
about 24 cents per pound of 
calf with a 90 percent calf 
crop and a weaning weight of 
500 pounds. In the other ex- 
treme, with a 60 percent calf 
crop and a 350-pound calf, the

OVERSEEDING 

More and more Coffee Co- 
unty beef producers are over- 
seeding established permanent 
pastures. One reason for the 
rapid increase in this practice 
is the high cost of concentra- 
tes and feed grains. A lot of 
cattlemen figure that they had 
rather spend their money on 
seed and fertilizer than on feed 
and concentrates. Possibly, a 
combination of the two will help 
a lot of our producers. 

Don’t make the mistake of 
trying to overseed too early. 
Be sure that you wait until the 
Bermudagrass, bahiagrass and 
other grasses are inactive. Be 
sure, also that the excess grass 
is either clipped or grazed as 
close as possible before ap- 
plying seed. Some folks will 
do a light discing and then sow 
the seed. Others will use some 
type of sod seeder. 

Don’t expect any grazing 
frora this system until after 
Christmas.

We can still see evidence of 
the erosion that took place when 
cotton was king during the 19th 
century and the early part of 
the 20th century. Most all of 
the hilly land and the more 
erodible soils lost all or most 
of the topsoil, especially in 
some sections of the southeast. 
We simply can’t make this 
mistake again. 

Research and farmer éx- 
perience has proven that prac- 
tically all land can be made 
to produce more at a profit and 
still be improved at the same 
time.

Past And A 


Storybook Town

This past weekend I visited 
a story-book town - the kind 
that brought an instant “Alice 
and Jerry” thought to my mind. 
The town is that of Stonewall, 
Mississippi, where an aunt of 
mine lives. 

We had visited in Stonewall 
during the years of my child- 
hood, and the main thing I re- 
membered about it was - the 
black dirt (I thought) and the 
fact that I would not want to 
live there. But, an adult look 
at the picturesque little town 
gave me the impression of an 
ideal place to live - a place 
where the child in you always 
longed to run and play and 
walk home in the dusk. 

It has narrow streets, with 
neat houses on either side - 
not too close together - and is 
sorta blocked out, in a pat- 
tern that seems to make it easy 
to walk to a neighbor's house 
“across town” without much 
effort or time. There are am- 
ple trees and shrubbery - little 
wooden bridges across narrow 
streams here and there - a 
small park,where sets astruc- 
ture with a roof and a gate- 
like enclosure around the bot- 
tom, with seats in it. As we 
rode by, I had an urge to get 
out and sit there in the tran- 
quil Fall atmosphere. 


This little park is near the 
cotton mill - which is the life’s 
blood of Stonewall, and where 
my uncle and aunt worked for 
many years. At one time, 
workers lived in houses owned 
by the Mill;now} my aunt says, 
the people have purchased their 
own homes, and also built new 
ones. The cotton mill has ex- 
panded, and many new folks 
have settled in this little pl- 
ace - they even have a trail- 
er park, my aunt bragged! 


Directly across from the mill 
is a grocery store, and I think, 
some more shops and stores. 
One of the churches I saw has 
added to its main building (or 
maybe built a new church), and 
stands beautifully and proudly 
in its spacious surroundings. 
A new brick home stands on 
the corner where my aunt once 
lived in a roomy frame house. 
But, catty-corner across the 
Street, set behind a tall oak 
tree, in a big‘yard, there still 
sets the house where lived a 
large family, and we used to 
play with the children when 
we visited mv aunt. 

One other thing that brought 
back a rush of memories was 
the old depot - a lonely little 
building just outside of town 
where we caught the train one 
early, bleak November morn- 
ing. 
aunt’s from the station when 
we arrived, but she took us to 
meet the train when we left. 
It was very cold, and my aunt 
went off and got wood to build 
a fire in the stove. 


This week-end my aunt was 
expecting us - there were eight 
of, including three children - 
and she had. a lot of food cook- 
ed. She and her husband have 
inherited an old home place 
there in Stonewall from some 
spinster aunts of his, and we 
loaded up food and family and 
went there to eat. She had 
cleaned it up and put a flo- 
wery tablecloth on the table. 

Back into the past we went, 
surrounded by furnishings of 
by-gone years. The rectangu- 
lar table, probably home-made, 
held our bowls and platters of 
food. We sat in straight- 
backed chairs - the kind you 
can lean back in as you talk 
and eat. Over in one cor- 
ner stood a huge brown cabi- 
net, with open shelves in the 
top and a lower compartment 
with doors. Beside it there 
was an old-fashioned safe, on 
legs and with screen doors - 
still in very good condition. 
My aunt plans to refinish this 
and put it in use in herkitchen. 

Standing against one wall was 
the old ice-box, chipped and 
peeling. There was a modern 
refrigerator, also; but the sis- 
ters did not really care for 
modern conveniences. 


Warmth for the front bed- 
room came from a large coal 
heater. Some other furnish- 
ings included a_ high-backed 
rocker, a huge old trunk, and 
a large green secretary, jut- 
ting out from one wall. Two 
rooms had mantles, and as we 
browsed over these, we found 
several replicas of the past. 
Some of these included re- 
ceipts dated 1885, 1888, and 
1923. The sisters didn’t be- 
lieve in throwing things away. 

Behind one door hung a black 
coat and a small round purse- 
webbed by spiders now (the 
last sister died a year or so 
ago.) Behind one of the stoves 
hung some soot rakes - small 


implements for cleaning the 
smut out of stoves and fire- 
places. 


In the back yard was the re- 
mains of a pile of coal. Bits 
of flowers are still in evi- 
dence; a blooming rose, a gr- 
een hydrangea bush. Weeds 
hide other shrubbery, and 
moss-covered stones here and 
there. Pecan trees stand mute 
and bare, except for a few lea-

UAB Tells Of 
IgA System 


More effective vaccines aga- 
inst diseases ofthe respiratory 
and gastrointestinal tract are 
being developed as a result of 
new information on man's com- 
plex immune system. 

At an international sympos- 
ium on the Immunoglobulin A 
(IgA) System, held at the Sch- 
ool of Dentistry, University of 
Alabama- Birmingham (UAB), 
Scientists explained that the IgA 
System produced antibodies at 
the site of infection, onthe sur- 
faces of mucous membranes, 
rather than inthe blood stream. 
That is why injected vaccines; 
produce only limited immunity 
against viral diseases such as 
influenza and other infectious 
diseases. Better resluts are 
obtained when the vaccines are 
applied directly to the mucous 
membranes - through the nasal 
passages, the throat, eyes, or 
the genital tract. 

Dr. Robert Waldman, Uniy- 
ersity of Florida Medical Sch- 
ool internist, claims that in re- 
cent clinical trials. vaccines 
against influenza which were 
developed through cooperative

Studies, have been upto 90% ef- 
fective when sprayed in the thr- 
oat. This compares with the ap- 
proximatiey 50% effectiveness 
of the more commonly used in- 
jected vaccines. Dr. Waldman 
uses an aerosol spray to ad 
minister the vaccine. 

While studies on the newer 
methods of vaccinating are not 
yet conclusive Dr. Waldman be- 
lieves there exist excellent po- 
ssibilities for vaccinating aga- 
inst a number of diseases inc- 
luding streptococcal infections, 
croup, herpes virus, the hepati- 
des, gonorrhea and syphillis. 

Similiar possibilities exist 
for eradicating dental caries, 
or decay, through immunizati- 
on, said Dr. Robert Genco, Sta- 
te Universit y of New York, Buf- 
falo, “The IgA antibody is also 
present in saliva. If we can 
find an acceptabale method of 
administration of a sufficiently 
potent vaccine, we can stimul- 
ate enough of the Ig A antibod- 
les to prevent caries.” Pre- 
sently there are three methods 
to decrease the incidence of ca- 
ries, Genco explained. “Clean- 
ing the teeth, cutting down on 
Sugars, and topical flouride. 


Immunization could be the ult- 
imate method of preventing at 
least this particular disease of 
the oral cavity,” he said.
